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INTRODUCTION 

The  difficulty  of  spelling — a  difficulty  which  is  felt  even  by  able  and 
well-educated  persons — arises  from  the  fact  that  the  English  language 
has  never  been  in  possession  of  one  fixed  and  uniform  manner  of 
writing  down  the  sounds  of  which  it  is  composed.  Every  Saxon 
scribe  wrote  pretty  much  as  he  pleased,  wrote  as  he  pronounced ;  and 
a  northern  scribe  pronounced  his  words  very  differently  from  a  scribe 
in  Surrey  or  in  Kent.  In  early  times,  the  English  language  was  not 
one  language,  but  a  compost  of  several  dialects.  Even  as  late  as  the 
fourteenth  century,  there  were  in  our  language  three  well-marked 
dialects,  each  with  its  own  grammar  and  its  own  mode  of  pronunciation. 
Each  dialect  had  its  own  pronunciation  ;  and  therefore  each  scribe  had 
his  own  way  of  writing  down  the  different  words.  Wold  in  the 
north  was  written  down  "weald  in  the  soutL 

This  state  of  things  continued  down  to  the  introduction  of  the 
printing-press  in  1474.  If  there  had  existed  in  England  any  corporate 
body  with  power  and  knowledge  to  revise  the  spelling  of  our  speech, 
that  body  would  probably  have  taken  the  opportunity  given  by  the 
invention  of  printing  to  give  to  the  printed  symbols  representing  the 
spoken  sounds  a  more  self-consistent,  regular,  and  scientific  character 
than  they  had.  But  there  was  no  such  body ;  and  the  various  ways 
of  printing  or  expressing  sounds  to  the  eye  were  not  reformed  by  the 
printing-press,  but  were  on  the  contrary  fixed  and  perpetuated  even 
down  to  the  present  time.  The  English  language  has  been  called  a 
"conglomerate  of  dialects."     This  is  quite  correct :  but  it  is  more  ; 
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for,  in  addition  to  the  native  English  dialects,  which  had  their  own 
various  ways  of  spelling,  the  language  has  received  contributions  from 
Danish,  from  Norman-French,  from  Latin,  and,  indeed,  from  almost 
every  language  under  the  sun.  And  each  of  these  contributions 
brought  its  own  way  of  spelling  along  with  its  own  words.  It  is  to 
the  Norman-French  that  we  owe  the  absurd  spelling  of  people  and 
of  vie-w.  It  is  no  wonder  that  Lord  Lytton,  looking  on  these  and 
similar  spellings  of  so-called  English  words,  declared  that  the  inven- 
tion of  English  spelling  was  due  to  the  "  Father  of  Lies." 

This  irregularity  and  self-inconsistency  fell  heaviest  on  the  vowels. 
This  was  to  be  expected.  For  the  vowels  are  more  variously  pro- 
nounced by  different  people  than  the  consonants,  which  are  merely 
stops  of  the  breath,  or  "  breath-pennings,"  and  are  made  by  us  all  in 
a  tolerably  uniform  manner. 

Our  language  is  said  to  possess  thirteen  different  vowel-sounds ; 
but  there  are  104  ways  of  representing  these  vowel-sounds  to  the  eye. 

(i)  There  are  fourteen  ways  of  presenting  to  the  eye  (or  of  printing)  a  long 

6  ;  as  in  boat,  fold,  dough,  toe,  etc. 
(ii)  There  are  twelve  ways  of  printing  a  short  i ;  as  in  sit,  busy,  Cyril, 

women,  etc. 
(iii)  There  are  twelve  ways  of  printing  a  short  e ;  as  in  wet,  lead,  any, 

bury,  etc. 
(iv)  There  are  ten  ways  of  printing  a  long  e ;  as  in  mete,  marine,  meet, 

meat,  key,  quay,  etc. 
(v)  There  are  thirteen  ways  of  printing  a  short  ■&  ;  as  in  bud,  love,  rough, 

flood,  etc. 
(vi)  There  are  eleven  ways  of  printing  a  long  u ;  as  in  rude,  move,  blew, 
true,  etc. 

Now  it  is  practically  impossible  for  t'he  young  learner  to  "  get  up  " 
these  104  ways  of  writing  down  our  vowel-sounds ;  what  he  does,  and 
what  he  must  do,  is  to  learn  each  word  as  a  separate  and  individual 
entity,  to  remember  the  look  of  it,  and  to  reproduce  that  look  when 
he  writes  it  down.  Thus  it  is  almost  impossible  to  remember  in  how 
man^}^ays  a  long  i  may  be  printed ;  but  the  learner,  when  he  sees 
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■wise,  buys,  pies,  eyes,  size,  guise,  and  sighs,  remembers  each 
of  these  forms  in  and  for  itself,  and  reproduces  them  as  he  saw  each 
in  print.  But  he  cannot,  and  he  dares  not,  draw  up  for  himself  any 
general  rule,  or  make  any  classification  regarding  the  way  in  which  a 
long  i  is  or  may  be  printed.  Again,  he  finds  a  long  a  represented  to 
the  eye  in  five  different  ways  in  wait,  weight,  great,  they,  and 
say ;  and  he  is  compelled  to  remember  in  each  case  how  that  sound 
must  be  represented,  and,  to  do  this,  he  is  obliged  to  regard  each 
separate  word  as  an  individual  entity,  and  not  as  subject  to  classifica- 
tion,— or  as  one  in  a  series  of  similarly  spelt  words.  Once  more,  his 
eye  is  puzzled  and  confused  by  the  many  different  ways  of  printing  a 
long  u,  when  he  sees  issue,  view,  beauty,  nuisance,  and  new. 
Four  out  of  these  five  ways  are  fashions  derived  from  the  French 
language;  but  this  does  nothing  towards  reconciling  the  learner  to 
them.  On  the  contrary,  he  is  disgusted,  and  properly  disgusted,  to 
find  that  his  own  language,  not  satisfied  with  its  own  various  fashions 
of  bad  and  irregular  spelling,  goes  out  of  its  way  to  adopt,  from  other 
languages,  newer  and  more  irritating  methods  of  absurd  speUing. 

What  is  the  result  1  The  result  is  that  the  learner  can  draw  up 
no  rules,  can  make  no  classifications,  can  form  no  habits.  If  he  forms 
any  mental  habits  at  all,  they  are  bad  habits.  They  are  the  bad  habits 
of  imitating  the  irregularities  of  his  ill-spelt  language — irregularities 
which  he  must  imitate  if  he  is  to  be  regarded  as  spelling  "correctly." 
He  learns,  indeed,  the  bad  habits  of  numerous  Saxon  and  Norman- 
French  scribes  who  have  unwittingly  laid  on  the  shoulders  of  numer- 
ous generations  of  growing  Englishmen  and  Englishwomen  a  burden 
not  easy  to  be  borne. 

What  is  the  cure  for  all  this  irregularity,  malformation,  and  in- 
stability in  our  printed  symbols  1  There  is,  for  the  present  at  least, 
no  cure  except  that  which  is  to  be  found  in  hard  work  and  accurate 
observation. 

To  receive  the  printed  forms  of  words  with  complete  accuracy  into 
the  brain,  there  must  be  ^\ 
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(i)  Isolation.

(iii)  The  third  step  is 

Reproduction. 
That  is  to  say,  the  learner  should  enter  in  a  writing-book  all  the 
words  in  which  he  has  made  mistakes,  and  should,  from  time  to  time, 
rewrite  these  words  so  as  to  accustom  himself  to  the  look  of  them. 
For,  until  we  have  a  self-consistent  and  scientific  mode  of  spelling,  it 
is  only  by  the  eye,  and  not  by  the  reason,  that  we  can  tell  whether  a 
word  has  been  rightly  spelt.  "  There  is  now,"  says  the  Professor  of 
Anglo-Saxon  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  "  only  one  rule — a  rule 
which  is  often  carefully  but  foolishly  concealed  from  learners, — 
namely,  to  go  entirely  by  the  look  of  a  word,  and  to  spell  it  as  we 
have  seen  it  spelt  in  books." 

It  follows  from  this  that  learning  to  spell  is  only  a  training  of  the 
eye ;  and,  to  train  the  eye,  perpetual  reproduction  of  words  is  necessary. 
This  reproduction  may  be  in  two  ways :  (i)  by  copying ;  (ii)  by 
dictation.  The  former  requires  the  very  smallest  effort  of  attention ; 
and  it  is  quite  possible  for  a  learner  to  copy  correctly,  and  yet  to  spell 
wrongly  when  he  comes  to  write  something  of  his  own  composition. 
But,  when  the  learner  has  to  write  to  dictation,  his  powers  of  memory 
and  of  accurate  reproduction  are  called  upon,  and  the  effort  of  attention 
is  very  much  more  vigorous.

SIDE-LIGHTS   FEOM   THE   HISTOEY   OF 
THE   ENGLISH   LANGUAGE 

ITS   ELEMENTS    AND    THE    SPELLING    OF    THEM 

1.  Introductory. — The  language  which  we  speak  in  the  British 
Isles  is  called  English.  It  was  brought  over  to  this  country  in  the 
middle  of  the  fifth  century, — more  than  1400  years  ago.  It  was 
brought  over  from  the  north-west  of  Europe, — from  the  country  which 
lies  round  the  mouths  of  the  Elbe  and  the  Weser,  by  rude  tribes  of 
men  who  were  called  Angles,  Saxons,  and  Jutes.  These  men  were 
sea-rovers,  pirates,  warriors;  and  they  came  to  Great  Britain  to 
seize  the  land  and  the  wealth  of  its  inhabitants.  These  inhabitants 
were  Celts,  and  spoke  a  language  very  difierent  from  that  spoken  by 
the  Angles.  The  language  of  the  Celts  was,  in  fact,  the  same  as  that 
now  spoken  by  the  Welsh  in  Wales,  by  the  Highlanders  in  the  north 
and  west  of  Scotland,  by  the  Erse  in  the  west  of  Ireland,  and  by  the 
Bretons  in  Brittany  in  the  west  of  France. 

On  the  coast  of  the  Baltic,  between  the  Bay  of  Kiel  and  the  Little  Belt, 
there  is  a  district  called  Angeln  to  this  day. 

2.  The  English  Language. — But  the  language  brought  over  by 
the  Angles  is  what  we  now  call  English ;  and  it  is  quite  different 
from  any  Celtic  language,  wherever  it  is  found.     The  Jutes  and  Saxons 
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spoke   the    same   language   with  very  slight    differences.     English 

settled  first  of  all  with  the  Jutes  in  Kent ;  afterwards  in  other  parts 

of  the  island.     The  Angles  settled  chiefly  in  the  east  of  England,  and 

were  divided  into  two  great  tribes  called  the  North  Folk  and  the 

South   Folk;    and   these    names   were    gradually   shortened   into 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  which  are  now  the  names  of  the  two  East 

Anglian  counties.     The  Saxons  settled  chiefly  in  the  south  of  Great 

Britain ;  and,  as  they  increased  and  multiplied  much  more  than  the 

Jutes  or  Angles,  they  gave  their  name  to  much  larger  parts  of  the 

country.     Thus  the  kingdom  of  the  West  Saxons  came  to  be  known  as 

Wessex   (and   Alfred    the    Great  was    the   most   famous   king   of 

Wessex);   the  kingdom  of  the   South   Saxons  as  Sussex;  of  the 

Middle  Saxons  as  Middlesex ;  and  of  the  East  Saxons  as  Essex. 

(i)  The  Jutes  settled  chiefly  in  Kent  and  the  Isle  of  Wight. 

(ii)  The  word  South  takes  many  forms.  It  appears  as  Sus  in  Sussex 
( =  South  Saxons)  ;  as  Sur  in  Surrey  ( =  South  Rice,  or  "  South  King- 
dom ")  ;  as  Sud  in  Sudbury  ( =  South  Borough) ;  and  as  Sod  in  Sodor 
(  =  South  Oer,  or  "South  Islands"). 

3.  Different  Kinds  of  English. — The  English  spoken  by  the 
Angles  difi'ered  slightly  from  the  English  spoken  by  the  Jutes ;  and 
this,  again,  from  that  spoken  by  the  Saxons.  These  difierences  in- 
creased when  these  tribes  settled  in  parts  of  the  country  at  great  dis- 
tances from  each  other ;  and  hence  were  unable  to  hold  much  com- 
munication with  each  other.  Each  tribe  kept  itself  to  itself;  and 
travelling  was  very  difficult,  for  there  were  few  or  no  roads  in  those 
early  times.  We  must  also  remember  that  it  would  take  a  man  as 
many  weeks  to  travel  from  Norwich  to  Winchester  as  it  would 'take 
him  hours  in  the  present  day.  Hence  the  Angles  spoke  one  kind — 
or  dialect — of  English ;  the  Jutes  another  kind  ;  the  Saxons  another. 
And,  indeed,  the  dialect  of  the  West  Saxons  difi'ered  greatly  from  that 
of  the  East  Saxons.  Each  of  these  peoples,  moreover,  had  diff'erent 
ways  of  pronouncing  their  own  language — and  more  especially,  difier- 
ent  ways  of  pronouncing  the  vowels. 
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4.  The  Spelling  of  English. — The  English  language  was,  most 
probably,  not  written  at  all  in  this  island  till  the  eighth  century. 
And,  just  as  there  were  different  ways  of  pronouncing,  so  there  were 
also  different  ways  of  writing  down  the  words.  Thus,  in  the  north 
of  England,  a  highland  region  was  called  a  wold ;  in  the  south,  the 
same  word  appears  in  the  form  of  weald.  One  very  marked  difference 
between  the  dialects  of  the  north  and  the  south  of  England  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  north  prefers  a  hard  sound  to  a  soft  sound.  Thus, 
in  the  north,  people  said  scuffle,  but,  in  the  south,  shuffle ;  in  the 
north,  they  said  rig,  scahhy,  and  shirt  for  ridge,  shabby,  and  shirt. 
That  is  to  say,  the  words  scuffle  and  shuffle,  rig  and  ridge,  were  origin- 
ally the  same  words ;  but,  by  a  difference  first  in  pronunciation,  and 
then  in  spelling,  they  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  two  different  words 
with  different  meanings.  The  same  is  the  case  with  Mrk  and  church ; 
drill  and  thrill ;  mash  and  mess ;  bank  and  bench  ]  sprig  and  spray ; 
waggon  and  wain :  the  first  of  each  of  these  couples  was  simply  the 
hard  northern  way  of  pronouncing  the  word. 

5.  The  Elements  of  English. — The  English  language  does  not 
consist  entirely  of  English  words.  There  are  many  kinds  of  words  in 
it :  Latin,  Celtic,  Scandinavian,  and  many  other  different  kinds.  The 
Danish  Invasion  in  the  eighth  century — it  began  in  787 — brought  in  a 
large  number  of  Scandinavian  words.  The  Norman  Invasion  of  1066 
introduced  a  very  large  number  of  Norman-French  words.  The  Revival 
of  Learning — a  peaceful  kind  of  invasion,  which  began  in  the  sixteenth 
century — introduced  an  enormous  number  of  Latin  words.  Last  of 
all,  the  enterprise,  the  daring,  and  the  commercial  pursuits  of  our 
countrymen  have  for  several  centuries  sent  them  into  every  part  of 
the  known  world ;  and  they  have  brought  from  every  continent,  and 
almost  from  every  country  under  the  sun,  new  words  to  enrich  our 
language.  India,  Turkey,  Persia,  Arabia,  the  two  Americas,  and  many 
other  lands  have  sent  to  us  their  contributions  of  new  words. 

6.  Pure    English. — The  following   words    are   perfectly   pure

9.  Scandinavian  "Words. — Our  language  has  received  a  very 
large  number  of  words  from  Norway  and  Denmark.  The  first  inva- 
sion of  the  Danes  and  their  words  took  place  in  787  ;  and,  from  that 
time,  they  settled  in  larger  and  larger  numbers  on  the  east  coasts  of 
England  and  Scotland.  Hence  it  happens  that  there  are  hundreds  of 
places  in  the  east  of  England  whose  names  end  in  by,  which  is  the 
Danish  for  "town."  Such  are  Selby,  Appleby,  "Whitby,  Grimsby, 
and  many  more.  Danish  kings  sat  on  the  throne  of  England  from 
1015  to  1042  ;  and,  in  the  Danelagh,  there  was  more  Danish  blood 
than  English.     The  following  are  some  of  these  Danish  words.

— There  is  in  our  language  a  considerable 
number  of  Celtic  words — that  is,  of  words  which  form  part  of  the 
language  of  the  Early  Britons,  who  inhabited  this  island  long  before 
the  Angles,  Saxons,  and  Jutes  came.  The  names  of  our  rivers,  lakes, 
and  mountains  are  generally  Celtic.  But,  in  addition  to  the  Celtic  words 
given  to  our  language  by  the  Britons,  a  number  have  come  from  Ireland, 
and  a  few  from  Scotland.  These  last  have  found  their  way  into 
English  chiefly  through  Sir  Walter  Scott's  works.  A  few  have  also 
come  to  us  from  France ;  and  these  have  accordingly  a  French  spelling.

12.  Norman -French  "Words. — The  Normans  invaded  this 
island  in  1066,  subdued  the  English,  and  introduced  into  this  island 
not  only  their  laws,  institutions,  and  customs,  but  also  their  language. 
Hence  several  thousands  of  Norman-French  words  made  their  way  into 
Dur  English  speech.  The  Norman-Frenchman  tried  to  learn  a  little 
English,  and  the  Englishman  tried  to  learn  some  Norman-French  words 
and  phrases ;  and  thus  the  two  languages  became  mixed  at  market,  at 
fairs,  and  in  the  churches.  In  time  the  two  languages  got  to  run  in 
couples — the  one  word  going  with  the  other  to  explain  it ;  and  we  had 
such  phrases  as  aid  and  abet,  will  and  testament,  wright  and 
carpenter.  This  double  phrasing  is  very  evident  in  our  Prayer-book, 
where  we  have  such  couples  as  acknowledge  and  confess,  dis- 
semble nor  cloak,  humble  and  lowly,  where  one  of  the  words 
is  French,  and  the  other  is  English.  The  French  words  introduced  by 
the  Normans  gradually  made  themselves  at  home  in  our  language ; 
and  they  are  now  hardly  to  be  distinguished  from  ordinary  English 
words,  though  many  of  them  have  a  French  spelling.  (It  must  not 
be  forgotten  that  French  itself  is  a  kind  of  Latin — very  much  altered, 
especially  in  the  endings.)

13.  Romance  "Words. — There  is  a  large  number  of  words  which 
we  have  adopted  into  English  from  the  "  Roman  "  (or  Latin)  languages 
spoken  in  the  south  of  Europe.  These  languages  are  called  Romance 
Languages  by  learned  men,  because  they  are  all  direct  descendants — 
with  very  little  change  in  the  family  likeness — from  Latin,  the  language 
spoken  by  the  Romans.  (A  romance  itself  originally  meant  simply 
something  written  in  the  Roman  language — that  is,  in  the  kind  of 
spoken  Latin  that  was  used  by  the  Romans  and  their  neighbours.) 
Some  of  these  Roman  words  have  come  to  us  through  French ;  some 
through  Italian ;  and  some  through  Spanish.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
trace  where  they  come  from ;  and  those  given  in  the  following  three 
lists  are  of  doubtful  origin.

14.  Latin  "Words  (i). — In  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  cen. 
tunes,  Latin  words  came  into  our  language  in  very  large  numbers — 
they  came  in  by  thousands.  A  remarkable  fact  about  these  Latin 
words  is  that  they  are  all  rightly  and  regularly  spelt ;  and  that  the 
Latin  element  in  English  possesses  by  far  the  best  spelling.  Every 
sound  has  its  own  letter ;  and  each  letter  has  only  one  sound.  It  is 
accordingly  not  easy  to  misspell  a  Latin  word.  This  arises  from  two 
circumstances  :  {a)  that  the  Latin  language  is  itself  regularly  spelt — 
and  possesses  a  true  "orthography ";i  and  (6)  that  the  Latin  words 
we  have  borrowed  were  copied  out  of  books,  and  were  transferred  into 
our  language  by  the  help  of  the  eye,  which  is  the  most  accurate  of 
all  the  senses.  They  were  not  given  by  the  mouth  to  the  ear ;  in 
which  case  we  can  never  be  sure  that  the  mouth  pronounces  accurately, 
or  that  the  ear  catches  correctly  what  the  mouth  said.  The  Latin 
words  we  have  were  mostly  copied  from  books  into  books ;  and  it  was 
not  till  they  had  appeared  in  books  that  they  passed  into  the  mouths 
of  the  people.  Hence  they  were  correctly  written,  and  are  still 
correctly  spelt.  It  is,  accordingly,  almost  unnecessary  to  learn  the 
spelling  of  Latin  words — of  which  the  sound  and  the  symbol  are 

^  From  Gr.  orthos  (right)  and  grapM  (a  writing).  The  English  part  of  our 
language  cannot  be  said  to  possess  an  orthography^  because,  in  old  times,  every 
Saxon  scribe  wrote  pretty  much  as  he  pleased,  and — to-day — our  vowel -sounds 
are  written  down  in  many  different  ways.

20.  Persian  "Words. — We  have  taken  words  from  Persia ;  and, 
in  most  cases,  the  names  came  into  this  country  along  with  the  things, 
or  they  are  the  names  of  things  which  we  first  learned  to  know  about 
in  that  country.  A  few  of  them  came  into  our  language  by  way  of 
France.     The  following  is  a  list  of  the  more  important.

and  lime  (  =  linden -tree)  are  both  purely  English  words, 
(vii)  orange  was  in  Persian  naranj.     The  n  clung  by  mistake  to  the 
article,  and  a  naranj  became  an  orange.     The  same  kind  of  mis- 
take has  been  made  in  English  :  a  newt  became  an  ewt  or  eft. 
(viii)  satrap = Persian  viceroy, 
(ix)  sepoy = a  horseman,  now  applied  to  a  native  soldier  in  India. 


21.  Words  from  Various  Sources. — There  are  very  few  parts 
of  the  world  and  very  few  peoples  on  the  globe  from  which  the  English 
language  has  not  borrowed  words,  and  adopted  them  as  her  own 
children.  The  following  are  a  few  taken  from  the  Hungarians  and 
the  Turks,  both  of  which  peoples — though  living  in  Europe — are  not 
Europeans  at  all,  but  Asiatics.     Both  are  of  Tartar  race.

22.  Sanscrit  "Words. — Sanscrit  is  the  oldest  language  iu  the 
world.  It  is  a  dead  language ;  that  is,  it  is  no  longer  spoken  by  any 
people.  It  is  the  language  of  the  holy  books  of  the  Hindoo  priests. 
It  is,  moreover,  the  language  from  which  almost  all  the  languages  of 
Europe  and  Asia  have  sprung ;  it  is  the  root  of  them  all.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  most  important  words  we  have  borrowed  from  it.

(i)  banyan,  an  Indian  fig-tree,  the  branches  of  which  send  down  shoots 

which  grow  into  roots,  enlarge  into  trunks,  and  themselves  send 

out  branches.     On  the  banks  of  the  Nerbudda  is  a  banyan-tree 

with  3500  trunks.     It  has  been  known  to  shelter  7000  men. 

(ii)  brahmin  (or  brahman),  a  person  of  the  upper  and  sacred  caste 

among  the  Hindoos. 
(iii)  lac  has  two  meanings :  (a)  a  resin  produced  on  the  banyan-tree 
by  a  small  insect — from  this  comes  lacquer ;  (6)  a  hundred 
thousand — "  a  lac  of  rupees." 
(iv)  loot  =  plunder  or  booty.     It  is  also  used  as  a  verb, 
(v)  mace,  in  the  sense  of  spice.     (Mace  =  club,  is  of  French  origin.) 

Mace  is  the  dried  covering  of  the  seed  of  the  nutmeg, 
(vi)  muscatel,  a  wine  with  a  flavour  of  musk. 
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(vii)  punch,  in  the  sense  of  a  drink  composed  oifive  ingredients.    The 
same  word  is  found  (with  a  slightly  different  spelling)  in  Punjab 
=  the  land  of  the  five  rivers, 
(viii)  pundit  =  a  learned  man. 
(ix)  punkah  =  a  large  fan,  generally  driven  by  a  wheel, 
(x)  rajah  =  king.     Raj  is  the  same  word  as  reg  in  regal.     Maharajah 

( —  mag-nus  rex)  means  emperor. 
(xi)  suttee  =  the  burning  of  a  widow  on  the  funeral  pile  of  her  husband. 


23.  Arabic  Words. — We  have  borrowed,  and  retained,  from  the 
Arabs  a  considerable  number  of  words.  Most  of  these  are  the  names 
of  things  with  which  the  Arabs  first  made  us  acquainted.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  Arabs  were  for  many  hundreds  of  years  the 
strongest  power  on  the  Mediterranean ;  and  that  their  empire  at  one 
time  extended  from  the  Pyrenees  to  the  Himalayas,  and  from  Lisbon  to 
Samarcand.  The  following  are  some  of  the  most  important  words 
which  they  have  contributed  to  our  language.  A  large  number  have 
come  to  us  through  Spanish ;  and  a  few  through  French.

passes  through  water. 
howdah,  the  seat  on  an  elephant's  back. 
jerboa,  a  small  rodent,  of  about  the  size  of  a  cat.

■  (xii)  papyrus,  the  Nile  reed  from  which  paper  (name  and  thing)  was 

first  made, 
(xiii)  quagga,  an  animal  allied  to  the  zebra,  and  found  on  the  plains 

of  South  Africa.     A  Hottentot  word. 
(xiv)  sack,  a  bag.     See  Genesis  xxxvii.  34.     Dim.  satchel, 
(xv)  zebra,  a  striped  animal  of  the  horse  kind,  found  in  South  Africa. 
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
